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How  will  the  track  effect  the  quality  of 
flfo  of  the  citizens  of  Wrentham? 

Wrcnthams'  track  income  of  about  $2  million 
will  reduce  the  need  for  property  tax  overrides 
and  cuts  in  the  school  budgets  and  services. 
Track  revenues  will  exceed  currently 
projected  deficits  and  provide  the  town  with 
the  funds  to  spend  as  we  see  fit,  for  instance, 
to  preserve  open  space  and  Wrcnthams  rural 
character.  In  addition,  the  police  and  the  fire 
departments  will  be  brought  up  to  full 
strength.  Sheldonvillc  fire  station  will  be 
manned,  Wampum  Comer  will  be  signalized 
and  West  Wrcnthams'  water  problem  will  be 
improved. 

What  Is  the  deal  that  the  Wrentham 
Task  Force  worked  out? 

The  agreement  creates  a  system  of  local 
control  that  goes  far  beyond  the  zoning.  It 
will  create  an  oversight  committee  with 
genuine  enforcement  powers  to  regulate  areas 
of  concern  to  the  town.  The  developer  has 
agreed  to  a  revenue  formula  that  results  in  net 
income  to  the  town  of  in  excess  of  $2  million. 
The  formula  is  based  on  the  facts  that  now 
exists.  If  the  facts  change  through  legislative 
process,  the  formula  will  be  adjusted  to  bring 
Wrcnthams'  income  up  to  projected  levels. 

Is  racing  in  a  state  of  decline? 

The  racing  industry  had  its  best  year  in  1989. 
Rockingham  Park  is  thriving.  The  task  force 
found  that  well  maintained  tracks  with  good 
horses  and  off- track  betting  all  do  well. 

The  legislation  permitting  off-track 
betting  does  not  exist  What  happens 
to  K  P  Downs  if  It  does  not  pass? 

The  track  will  not  be  built.  K  P  Downs  is  part 
of  a  racing  system  that  needs  a  track  and 
tele-theaters  to  work. 

What  is  the  Task  Force? 

The  Task  Force  is  comprised  of  seven 
Wrentham  citizens  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
who  studied  the  track  proposal  and  negotiated 
the  financial  and  control  agreement  for  the 
town. 


How  will  the  traffic  from  the  track  effect 
the  town? 

Track  traffic  will  consist  of  automobiles  rather 
than  trucks  and  will  be  less  than  the  drive 
through  traffic  Wrentham  can  except  if  Bay 
State  Raceway  in  Foxboro  were  to  open. 
There  will  be  no  noticeable  impact  on  the 
morning  rush  hour  traffic  and  only  three 
evening  rush  hours  will  be  increased  because 
the  tracks  traditionally  do  not  operate  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  The  roads  will  be 
improved  to  handle  the  increased  traffic. 

Won't  the  track  hurt  West  Wr.enthams' 
water  pressure? 

No.  The  developer  must  bring  improved 
water  pressure  to  the  track  site  in  order  to 
sprinkler  the  buildings.  The  developer  has 
agreed  to  place  the  needed  water  tank  on 
Buck's  Hill  which  will  improve  West 
Wrenthams'  water  pressure  at  the  same  time. 

What  happens  if  the  track  zoning  Is  not 
approved? 

A  Wheeiabrator-type  use  or  a  truck  terminal 
are  the  only  possibilities  at  this  time. 
Campus-style  industrial  parks  are  in 
abundance  and  suffer  from  vacancies.  Truck 
traffic  would  be  worse  and  Wrenthams' 
revenue  from  this  type  of  use  would  not  meet 
cuirendy  projected  deficits. 

What  about  the  back-stretch  employees? 

In  spite  of  the  rumors  the  grooms  are  just 
ordinary  working  people.  All  reliable  reports 
maintain  lhat  they  are  conscientious  workers. 

What  happens  to  the  horse  manure? 

It  is  sold  to  farmers  and  nurserymen  at  a 
profit
